The practical working out of this proposi- 
tion, which would end “ siush fugds” in 
IMinols, will be one of the principal sub- 
jécts that will come before the joint executive 
committees of the Chicago and Illinois Civil 
Service Reform associations meeting tonight 
at the Union League club.

“'The seope of the law instituting the 
state civil service board,” said President 
Moulton, “has never been determined in 
the courts, I have noted .with intefest the 
citation of stat ma fe Aiton gm hain te 
of.the Chicage C Bervice Reform asso- 
ciation, who Geduces that the state board 
has authority to investigate all state de- 
partments and institutions other than the 
charities societies, whose employ és alone are 
under our control. 

“The law on thet subject, which-I have 
pot seen quoted, sets forth that we may 
inquire into the tenure and compensation 
of all officers of the state without limiting 
such inquiries te the charities service. As- 
suming that the law intended, not to Nmit us, 
we might investigate the situation at the 
Pontiac réformatory, where there have been 
charges that poll contributions have 
been collecte same applies to the 
atate grain tnepector’s office.

' The likelihood ts that the forma! hearing of 
the evidence in the case—the most important‘ 
to the peopie the interstate commerce com- 
mission has yet undertaken-—will be post- 
poned until a later date, probabiy Sept. 7, be- 
cause the railroads are not fully prepared to 


The tariffe involved have been postponed 
‘until Nov. 1. Meantime the existing rates 
are in effect. It will make no difference to 
the commission, therefore, whether the roads 
are prepared to go on with the hearing or not. 
Such delay as may result from postponement 
will op¢crate against the railroads. 


Advances Average 16 Per Cent. 

According to unofficial figures made by the 
‘commission, the advances shown by the tar- 
iffs filed by the lines in classification terri- 
tory averaged about 16 per cent over exist- 
ing rates. The increases apply to both class 
and commodity rates. Taking the present 
volume of traffic as a basis, an increase of 
16 per cént would amount to an advance for 
alk the rail in eB entire territory of 

pproximate! $500,000, a year. 
“This pastas is distributed among 413 dif- 
ferent transportation lines, being an average 
of something more than $1,000,000 4a year 
each. Of course the total amount of increase 
cwill be distributed proportionately to the 
tonnage of freight handled by the various 
roads, the mIncréases in ‘the rates being sub- 
stantially the same in @l) cases. 


Increase in Operating Expenses, 

‘Reports received by the commission indi- 
cate by an analysis that the increases in op- 
erating expenses of the roads during the 
“wast ten years have been heavy. The greatest 
single item of increase is in the cost of labor, 
which is estimated to be about 40 per cent 
of the expense of operation. 

In classification territory the increase in 
the cost of labor, according to the reports, 
has aggregated during the last decade about 
$30,000,000 a year, approximately $40,000,000 
a year having been added during the lagt few 
months. Every other item of expense of 
operation has increased during the last dec- 
adé, so that in the matter of operation alone 
the railroade of classification terfitory are 
paying out nearly $200,000,000 a year more 
than they paid out ten years-ago. 

It will be necessary for the railroads, ynder 
the existing law, to justify their ady s 
by affirmative proof of thelr necessity. In 
other words, the burden of proof of the res- 
sonableness of the increases will rest on the 
carriers.
